From the Daily Globe. 


The construction of direct line of 
railway from Toronto to Ottawa may be 
rded as a settled measure of public 
policy. The commencement of. the 
work may be a question of timd, but 
that it will be commenced ‘at no very 
distant. day amounts te a certainty. The 
importance of securing reasonably 
mpt and easy communication between 
Sees and Toronto and western cities 
is admitted. At present it takes, on an 
average, fourteen to accomplish 
the journey ria Grand Trank-and 
cott and Ottawa Railways, that should, 
when reduced to an all but air line trip 


of 250 miles, bo accomplished easily in | 


ten hours at the furthest. It may have 
been a misfortune thal Ottawa was so- 
lected as the seat of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, but selected it was, and the 
seat of Goverument it is certain now to 
remain.

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THE ROY HERESY CASE. 


On the 21st April, Rev. James Roy, 
M.A., of the Sherbrooke street C. M. 
Church, Montreal, was charged by Rat 
John Borland, of St. John’s, with dis 
seminating by pamphlet and otherwise 
doctrines which are contrary to and 
subversive of the Methodist articles of 
religion and standards, as for instance : 

On the subject of the Trinity. 

On that of the Incarnation. 

On that of the Atonement. 

And on that of retribution. 

Also for the maintenante and utter- 
ance in the same way of views which 
dlestroy the authority of the Holy 
Scriptures as a rule of faith. 

From the Montreal Witness of the 
16th inst. we copy the judgment de- 
livered by the Investigating Commit- 
tee :-— 

“ Whereas, on the 21st day of April, 
1877, Kev. J. Borland, of &t. Johns, in- 
stituted, according to discipli pro- 
cess, certain charges against the Kev J. 


Roy, A.M., (which ¢ are hereto 
annexed), Rev. G, » - AdedD., 
Chairman of the Mon District, by 


the powers given him in the Discipline 
of Methodist Church of Canada 
(pp. 84-85) convened the followi 
Committee for the investigation of said 
charges: Rev. G. H. Davis, Rev. J. 
Armstrong, Kev. M. L. Pearson, Rev. 
J. Wilson, Rev. W.L Shaw. 

“The Committee, having heard the 
charges supported by Nev. J. Borland, 
and the statements of the Rev. J. Roy 
in reply, present the following judg- 
ment : 

“ We find that the charge on the 5th 
Count (which we have eonsidered first), 
viz, that relating to the Authority of 
the Holy Seriptures as a Rule of Faith, 
has been sustained. That the charge 
on the Ist Connt, ing to the Trin- 
ity, has been sustained. the charge 
on the 2nd Count, relating to the In- 
carnation, has béen sustained. That 
the charge on the 3rd Count, relating to 
the Atonement, has been sustained, 
On the 4th Count of the charge we 
find, lst, That the references of Mr. 
Rey to the subject of Ketribution are 
few and limited. 2nd, That Mr. Roy 
does not fully hold the teachings of 
Wesley regarding the basis of the sin- 
ner’s condemnation. 3rd, That we giad- 
ly recognize the fact that Mr. Koy avows 
his decided belief in the eternity of 
future retribution. 

“ We, therefore, regret to be obliged 
to condemn the teachings promulgated 
by Mr. Roy in his pamphlet as rational- 
istic in their basia, In some respects ab- 
solutely Unitarian, and ig nearly every 
respect Socinian in thei@flendencies. 


“ We regret that we find in these | easily to be found for the reserve and | 


teachings not only a departure from the

standards of faith of the Methodist | 


Church of Canada, but also « decided 
antagonism to the orthodox views of all 
evangelical churches, and much as we 
regret to be thus obliged to condemn 
the views of a brother whose character 
and ability we highly esteem, we still 
feel bound by our obligations to truth 
and to the Chureh to render the afore- 
said judgment.

An 
army is but the expremion of national 
force in a certain direction, and we 
could never have believed in a French 
army invented at this time by a Savior 
of Society.- It is because France has 
Vitality enough to recover naturally, in- 
stead of being drugged into cessation of 
pain, that her present military power is 
to he trusted; and some of the very 
faults in her organization for war are 
proofs of that spirit of compromise 
which, if- carried out in political life, 
will be the salvation of the country 
both in peace and war. The army, 
utterly crushed and demoralized six 
years ago, is now able to put 445,000 
men on the frontier, with 210,000 in 
the intrenched camps, at the same time 
have an unconcentrated second line of 
325,000 and a depot reserve of 310,000 
more, who would be gradually fitted to 
take their places in the front line-—and 
all this without reckoning the territorial 
army.
